HoGANSVILLE, April 25.—Sunday night's storm 
was fearful around this place, but what we suffered 
was ijpsignificant compared to the damage in Heard 
county. Eyery creek overflowea there and the 
hottom lands are almost ruined for the present 
.ear. The loss to the farmers is very heavy, in some 
instances almost upsetiivg them for the year. An 
awful story comes from a seitiement six miles be 
eond Frauklin. B. J. Roop is one of the bes 
knéw » citizens of Heard county. He is thrifty and 
welltodo. Helived on the banks of the Hilla- 
~stehie creek, usually a small stream. Besides an 
excellent farm he owaeda good grist mill and a 
store well stocked with goods of various kinds. He 
hada good house, witha gin house, smokehouse, 
and other buildings around it. His family consist 
ed of a wife and three small children anda brother, 
who resided with him Sunday night they all re- 
~-ed as usual. In the house slept also a megro

THE WRECK 


Homeless, Uulldisgs Blown Away, and 


Deaths Numerous.

ALBANY, April 2>.—Many of the incidents attend- 
sng Monday's cyclone in lower Dougherty appear 
increditable. The only expression from par'ies who 
visited the track ef the storm 1s one of surprise that 
anything could have lived throughit. A part from 
the losses to life and personal injuries already re. 
reported, disasters in Dougherty may 
briefly summed as follows: On Dr. Pattiilo’s place, 
across a portion of which the cyclone swept, two 
houses were blown away, and three hundred acres 
of young cotton, which was up 
ai of remarkable good stand, destroved. 
lt iterally swept away the fencieg, and the timber 
vrostrated. One edge of Wiliingham’s place 
Was struck and part of the gin house carried away,

THE RELIEF WORK. 
The citizens’ relief committee organized on Mon- 


day are doing good work. At the meet- 
ing this morning it was ascertain 
ed that over one thousand dollars worth 


of supplies and clothing for the sufferers had been 
donated, and about eight hundred dollars in mon- 
ey. All thisisin the hands of the sub committee 
who are acilively at work attending to the wants of 
the sufferers. Contributions likewise are coming 
in from distant places. All the medteal force of 
the city have been engaged since Monday iooking 
after the wounded, The relief committee meets 
every morning atnine o'clock. All the sufferers 
in the path of the cyclone will have to be material- 
ly aided, and so farresponses have been generous. 
TRESTLE BADLY INJURED,

CuTuBpert, April{25.—In the storm of Sunday 
night, a large tree was blown across a trestle be- 
tween Cuthbert and Eufaula. The trestle was so 
badly injured that the freight train from Macon 
Monday morning fell through. The engine and 
two boxes were thrown from the track. No lives 
are reported as to have been lost. This adds an- 
other to the many accidents on this road the pres- 
ent year. 

THE STORM IN THE BLUE RIDGE. 
Special to The Constitution, 

DAHLONEGA, April 25.—A terrible hail and rain 
storm swept along the Blue Ridge from west to east 
late yesterday evening. In some sections on the 
south side of the ridge it blew quite a hurricane. 
This was the case at the head of the Yahoola river, 
where the timber and fences were blown down ina 
large reciion of country. We have heard of two 
dwelling houses that were blown down, Mr. John 
Hood's anda Mr. Gouche’s, No Joss of life sofar as 
we have heard. Ephraim Lee's house caught on 
fire and was consumed withallits goods. This was 
just beyond the top of the ridge in the track of the 
storm. 

IN LIACOLN, AND TALIAFERRO. 

The storm was destructive to life and property in 
Linecoin county. Near Anderson’s mills’ the house 
of Sam Brooks Was destroyed. His wife was killed, 
aud his son and himself seriously, if not fatally in- 
jured. Anumber of gin houses and nezro cabins 
in Lincoln, Taliaferro, and other counties above 
here were destroyed. 
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TOSSED UP IN NEWTON, 


The Wind Careering through the County at a Wiid 
Liate. 
Special to The Constitution. 

NEWBERN, April 25.—So far as my inquiries go, 
it appears to have struck the vicinity of Gaither’s 
mill, on Bear creek, about eight miles southwest of 
this place. Here its work of destruction was con- 
fined to fencing aud small buildiugs, which were 
blown down promiscuously. Inits onward march 
itstruck Mr. Ge.rge McColor’s place, unroofing his 
residence and demolishing several small build- 


ings. No one hurt. It then struck the premises 
of Mr. C. A. Bailey. Here -it’ increased in 
viclence. Mr. B's. outbuildings were ali either 


blown flat to the earth or unroofed; stove room 
riddied by flying timbers from out houses near by, 
boards, plank, legs, everything scattered over 
the yard, garden and grounds adjacent. Hischim- 
neys were all blown down. 

The next piace struck was that of Olin Pitts. 
Eleven houses on Mr. P’s. place were blown down, 
and his residence unroofed. 

Heading onward, Mr. George {Davis’s was the 
next place struck. Mr. D’s.° dwelling house was 
partly unroofed. 

Mr. J. E. Pitts’s place was the next struck. 

Josiah Freemen isthe next sufferer, but fortu- 
nately for Mr, F. the force of the hurricane seems 
tohave risen and traveled in the highest regions 
of the atmosphere. 

INCIDENTS AND CASUALTIE3 OF THE STORM. 

The lives of perhaps fifty persons within the limits 
herein described of the storm, were exposed to im- 
mediate death, but no siugle life was lost. A negro 
had his collar bone broken, and a Mr. Smith had 
anarm somewhatinjured. With these exceptions, 
all the exposed cameont unhurt, Olin Pitts heard 
thestorm approaching and got out of bed, took his 
wife and all bis children into a cellarin his smoke 
house, where they remained in perfect safety, while 
the building itself was blown down to the door 
head. Thechimneyon the southwest end of the 
building wasbiown down. This was built of rock. 
In fallingit passed through the ceiling, tearing it 
off, and lodged on the floor where some of the 
chiidren were asleep afew minutes before.

The Damege to Property Over Twenty-five Thousaad 
Dollars.

ELBEETON, April 25 —The storm that passed over 
this section Sunday night was more destructive 
than it was at firstthought to be. The general loss 
in the county is- thought to exceed twenty-five 
ihousand dollars. The that struck the 
county only passed overa small portion of it. It 
first struck the house of Frank Grimes, colored, oc- 
cupied by himselfend family. The dweliing house 
andi all the outhouses were blown completely away, 
but none of the family were hurt. The loss here 
was several hundred dollars. There 
it struck the house of Mr. 
E, W. Fortson, sweeping itand all the outhouses 
completely away. Mr. F. and his family were in 
the house, butall escaped unhurt The next place 
was the residence of Mr. E. K. Fortson. It missed 
Mr. Fortson’s residence, but blew down every out- 
house on his place, scattering his corn, fodder, etc., 
all over the fields. Hisloss was heavy. From there 
itwent io Mr. Wm. Grimes’s place, blowing his 
dwelling, except one room, completely away and

THE ORIGIN OF THE STORM, 


A Methedist Congregation Caught en Pearl River— 
breaks of the Wind. 

NEW ORLEANS, April 25.—A especial to the Times- 
Democrat from West Point, Mississippi, states that 
two cyclones passed over Clay county on Sunday; 
one about boon passed over the western part of the 
county; and the other, at about one o'clock, over 
the centraland southern part. Both were terrific, 
leveling houses, fences and trees and spreading 
death and destruction in their paths. Near Hohen- 
linden thirty persous were reported to have been 
killed, and near Pine Bluff seventeen families. were 


reported. A number of persons were killed in dif- 


| ferent parts of the county, but how mauy is not yet 


known. In West Point the courtand law building, 
the Central hotel and several houses were unroofed. 
A deed wasfoundin the country that had been 
carried fifty miles by the wind. The affiicted and 
distressed are being cared for by the more fortiun- 
aie, No estimate of the loss to property can yet be 
made. It wasintended tostart the mill at Wesson 
yesterday, but the hands could pot be got together.

THE FIRST PLACE TOUCHED] 

The first place reached by the cye one on Suuday 
was Georgetown, a small village on Pearl river. 
Many residents of that place and vicinity were as- 
sembled in the Methodist church, the quarterly 
circuit being in session. Thecyclone struck the 
church, an one of the side walls fell in upon the 
copgregution. The minister, Rev. H. B. 
Lewis, had his skull fractured and his chances for 
recovery are very slight. Mr. Savage, who rushed 
out of the church, was instantly killed bya falling 
limb of a tree, breaking his neck. Joe Horn was 
slightly injured, as was a.so Miss Steele. Mrs. Allen 
was hurt. The large congregation had a most 
wonderful escape, with the exception of those above 
named. When the cyclone struck the church, as if 
by inspiration, they fell upon their knees, and the 
benches shielding them, they escaped with trifling 


injuries. A negro church near by was also de- 
stroyed. Three ofthe worshipers were killed out- 
right, and eight of ten others were 
injured. A number of residences and 
stores were leveled with the ‘ground. 


James W. Crawford, his wife, daughter, and grand- 
child and servant, was instantly killed. Mrs. Craw- 
ford was blowu three hundred yards, and all of the 
family were so crushed and mutilated as to be 
hardly recognizable and present a terrible appear- 
auce. The children of John Beasley, and those of 
Mrs. Ryan were instantly killed, as were also three 
grown daughters of Mrs. Fowles. Mrs. Fowles was 


carried one hundred and fifty yards by the 
force of the wind, and was caught 
on a tree. From this tree she Was 


blow intoanotherone, sustaining such severe il- 
juriesthat she died. Al of the stock in the path 
of the storin waskilied by being crushed to death 
by flving timber. Billy Parker, his wife and child, 
and adaughier of William Reynolds were also kill- 
ed. Opposite Georgetown, in Simpson county, the 
residenee of James Bass was demolished and one 
member of his family was killed. 
THROUGH THE RED RIVER. 

The Picayune’s Natchez, Miss., special says: The 
storm of Sunday seems to have had its origin in 
the Red river country, and passed to the northeast. 
It blew down the ginhouses and three-quarters of 
the cabius on targett Ashely’s ‘place in Concordia 
parish, wounding seven or eight persons, princi- 
pally children. One woman was killed. The storm 
also blew down the ginhouse on the Green place 
and pgostrated the camps at the Needy Lewe works, 
crossed the river twelve miles below Natchez, passed 
two miles east of it, wrecked the fair grounds 
buildings, seyen honses on Hutten’s place, and 
/some in Morgantown, and wounded many colored 
persons. The storm which passed near Natchez 
does notappear to have been the same as that 
which visited Wesson and Beauregard, as this oc- 
curred at 10:30 a, m. 

ANOTHER TOWN LOST. 
The Times-Democrat Starkville Mississippi special 
says: A report bas reached here that French Camp 
a town of 300 inhabitants, 20 miles west cf Starks- 
ville, in Chocktaw county was destroyed by Sun- 
day’scyclone. The Simmons family of three per- 
sons, were all killed and blown away. Some ofthe 
bodies were found y«sterday afternoon several 
miles from where the houses stood. Par- 
ties are searching for three children 
that were blown away, but have not yet found 
them. Timbers from the houses were carried for 
miles bythe wind. At Starkville Jim Bruce’s place 
was destroyed and heand his wife killed. Green 
Bruce was killed and his wife wounded, James 
Black and family were all wounded. The excite- 
ment around Starkville has subsided, and every- 
body has gone to work. 

WIIITE, BLACK AND RED, 

The Picayune’s Jackson, Miss., special says news 
has been received that three white men, two ne- 
groes and two Indian children were killgd four 
miles from Morton onthe Richardson place, and 


others wounded. The cyclone passed up 
Leaf river in Seott county, demolish ng eve-

The Cracked Rice Question Decided—To Attend the 
Coronation. 

Wasuincton, April 25.—Secretary Folger 
to-day decided the appeal of F. W. Lemons 
& Co. from the imposition of duties by the 
collector of the port ot New York upon the 
article known to brewers as granulated rice. 
This article consists of kernels or graias of 
cleaned rice, broken into fragments. The 
designation ‘“‘cleaned”’ is that of the present 
tarifflaw. Thesecretary holds that granu- 
lated rice does not come under the desigua- 
tion of rice ‘‘cleaned,’’ within the meaning 
of the present tariff; thatitis not governed 
by the similitude of a clause of the tariff, and 
is liable to duty only at 20 per cent ad valo- 
rem as an article manufactured in whole or 
in part.

PHILADELPHIA, April 25.—The convention 
of the Irish National land league was called 
to order in the Horticultural hall at five 
minutes past twelve, by the President James 
A. Mooney, of Buffalo. He announced that 
for the benefit of the press and general con- 
venience, each gentleman would on rising to 
address the chair, announce his name and 
state. Patrick Egan, Father Cronin and 
Walsh, anda number of distinguished leag 
uers together with a group of lady del- 
egates, took seats upon the stage. The 
colvention organized by the selection of the 
following temporary officers: President, 
James A. Mooney, Buffalo, president of the 
Irish land league of the United States; secre- 


tary—J. J. Hynes, Buffalo, secretary of the 
Irish land league of the United States; assist - 
ant secretaries— William F. Sheeban, Buffa- 
la; J. D. 9’Conneil, Washington, D. C. There 
were no vice-presidents. The galleries were 
filled with spectators. Frank Byrnes, the re. 
cent dynamite refugee from Paris, occupied

THE OBJECT OF THE CONVENTION. 

The object of the convention, which was 
called to order in Horticultural hall this 
morning, isto wind up the affuirsof that body 


and merge i¢ with ancther body, whose 
scope will be broader and more 


far reaching. The land leagueas now organ- 
ized, deals only with questions of the land 
aw, and not with those of national and self 
government. The new v'ganization will 
grapple with all these questions, and some 
others besides.’ To-day’s convention will first 
indorse the policy pursued by Mr. Parnell in 
his efforts on the behalf of Ireland. It wiil 
then endeavor to devise plans for the organi- 
zation of to-morrow’s meeting, which will be 
a convention of the Irish race in America, 


and consist of duly ac-.orded  dele- 
gates from the various benevo 
lents, charitable and other Irish societies 


in America. The call for this convention 
states its object to be to form anew league 
after the plan of the national league of Ire- 
land, which will blend into one organization 
all the lrish societies of the United States 
and Canada. The new organization is to be 
attihated with the Irish national league of 
Ireland. The principles of the Irish national 
league which was formedin Dublin in Oc 
tober last, are as follows: Ist, national self 
government; 2d, land law reform; 3d, local 
seif government; 4th, extension of parlia- 
mentand municipal franchise; 5th, uevel- 
opment and enlargement of the labor and in- 
dustrial interests of Ireland, Thes principles 
itis believed, wiliform the platform pon 
which the new national league to be created 
to morrow will stand. 
IN THE HALL. 

The decorations of the hall are tasteful. 
Pictures, busts, and statutes of Washington, 
Parnell, Davitt, Irish society banners, and 
American flags fringed with green, garlands 
of wyrtle and immor‘elles, the union of 
green and orange, streamers of red, white and 
blue, andan American eagle composed the 
crn.ments. Acruss the front of the 
proscenium arch, is the Irish legend, 
‘“‘Cead Mille Falther,’’‘*A Hundred Thousand 
welcomes.’’ The body of the hall will seat 
eleven hundred, andis reserved exciusively 
for the delegates. The balconies, with aseat- 
ing capacity of five hundred, are for specta- 
tors. Afterthe convention cameto order, 
Pre-ident Mooney delivered his opening ad- 
dress. His mention of the names of Parnell 
and Egan was cleered as was the reference 
to Treasurer Egan’s financial accounts. At 
the conciusion of President Mooney's speech, 
the temperary oflicers were made the officers 
of the permanent orgaization. A committee 
on credentials was appointed and a recess 
taken till 2:50 p. m. 

SCKNES DURING RECESS. 

O'Donovan Rossa was present during the 
morning for awhile, seated at the reporter's 
table, having been admitted as a representa- 
tive of his paper, the United Irishman. He 
was very quiet, and took notes occasionally. 
Mrs. Parnell entered the hall about 
2:30 and was greeted very warmly, all present 
rising to their feet and cheering. _ She went 
on the stage and took a seat near the secre- 
tary’s tabie, and was formally introduced as 
the mother of the great Irisn leader. She 
will be here during the remainder of the 
week, but will mvke no public address or 
speechof any kind. She was escorted on the 
stage by Messrs Mooney and Egan. During 
the recess a dispatch, purporting to come 
from the pope, created some amusement 
among those on the stage. It was generally 
received asa hoax It offered to excommu- 
nicate any Irish Catholic attacking England 
during this convention, on the ground of 
England's liberality to all religions. 

THE CONVENTION CALLED TO ORDER. 

The convention was calied to order again at 
a quarter past three. The committee on cre- 
dentials reported that all the credentials pre- 
sented had been acted upon favorably. Sec- 
retary Hynes then read his general statement 
and Father Walsh followed with his report 


as treasurer. An explanation having 
beep asked why the lecture 
expenses of Messrs. Davitt, Redman 


and Parnell were paid by the leagu-, it was 
explained by both Hynes and Walsh that 
these gentlemen had given all the receipts at 
t. eir lectures to the league fund, and the 
central council had thought it only proper 
that all their expenses should be paid. Both 
repurts were greeted with enthusiasm. All 
resolutions were referred without reading to 
the committee on resolutions.

THE NIGHT SESSION, 

At 9:15 o’clock the convention was again 
calledto order, the president announcing 
that the business of this convention must be 
closed up this evening. On motion of Fa- 
ther McKenna, of Massachusetts, the report 
of Colonel Collins, of Massachusetts, as chair- 
man of the committee appointed to wait on 
President Arthur at the last convention to 
inquire into the conduct of Minister Lowell 
was accepted. Colonel Collins said that pen- 
ding diplomatic negotiations Mr. Arthur said 
he couid not give any answer, but when the 
time came for action, he (Presideht Arthur) 
would be foundon theright side.

PATRICK EGAN SPEAKS, 

The report was adopted. Pending the 
formulation of other resolutions, Patrick 
gan, late treasurer of the land league, was 
introduced, He said since he became treas- 
urer he had bandled $245,000, and the land 
league had previously received from all 
sources $985,000, a total of $1,230,000,of which 
nearly a million came from the Irish in 
America.. No man, woman or child who 
ever contributed a cent to that 
fund had ever questioned its accounts. Some 
disappointed blackmailers had done so if 
vain. A resolution offered by Mr. Brown, of 
St. Louis, as a substitute for other pending 
resolutions, was adopted after a bad parlia- 
mentary tangle, much confusion and several 


ineffectual attempts to clearly  ascer- 
tain the sense of the convention by a 
rising vote. Mr. Brown’s resolution 


provides that when this convention adjourn 
it do so to meet withthe convention to-mor- 
row; thatthe chairman appoint a committee 
of seven with power to declare the iand 
league adjourned sjne die, provided the con- 
vention to-morrow complies with the report 
submitied and adopted here this evening 
by the committee appointed to submit 
a plan of reorganization, The secretary was 
accused of making a speech while reading the 
substitute, and the gavel rapped continually 
for fifteen minutes, 


MR. MOONEY KINDLES THE EMBERS. 
President Mooney, in his speech to-day 
opening the convention, after eulogizing 
the land league leaders in Ire- 
land and stating the object of 
the present gathering as already 


wet iorth said: “In spite of England, Irish 
America will be the most important factor in 
the Irish question, till that vexed question 
shall have reached a solution. From sireand 
grandsire we have brought down to tue 
third and fourth generation, the tradition of 


a large score of grievances to lay 
at England’s door some day for 
settlement, It has been truly said of us that 


we hate England with an intensity of detes- 
tation unequalled by any class of Irishmen in 


lreladd. Even here she still imposes bur- 
densupon us. We still pay tribute to the 
power which bas driven us, or from 
which we have fled, into exile 


for yearly the poorest among us pours out 
his mite in aid of the kindredshe oppresses. 
Civilization and progress have made brighter, 
happier and better the homesof men in every 
land, save Ireland alone. Since the first 
Saxon set foot within her border to the pres- 
ent time, the same cruelties, the same injus- 
tices have been repeated to curse and blight 
her. Silenced, coerced, crushed, let 
her people not despair. Weare untrammel- 


ed. We can speak, act and organize in their 
behalf. To evolve union in their interests 


from all the elements that make up our race 
in America, we are here assembled in this 
city, auspiciously named, the city of ‘* Broth- 
erly Love.’’ Here, from whence little more 
than a hundred years ago, went forth 
those glorious words, signed by our 
forefathers, men of our race apd blood, whose 
words that have fired us and inspired the la- 
bors of freemen everywhere, we will set our- 
selves unselfishly and patriotically to this 
task of union. There is little we would care 
to learn from England, but she can teach us 
one lesson. . 
THE VOTE REACHED, 

Mr. Brown’s substitute having been adopt- 
ed by a standing vote, the call of the roll was 
ordered.

| THE WHEAT CROP. 


GRAIN FAVORABLE, 


An Average Crop Everywhere, with Heavy Inoresse 
in Special Lovcalities— Next to the Largest Crop 
Bver Made—Ali the Circumstances Favor. 
abie—Tnae D mand tor it Abroad. 


Wasuinctoy, April 25.—The New York 
Tribune to-day prints a comprehensive re- 
view of the prospects of the wheat crops of 
the United States. As to the condition of 
the Ohio wheat, from reports up to April 15, 
itsays: The state seems to have had less 
snow and less consequent protection to the 
growing plant than for many years. The 
southern section had almost none, and the 
most northern counties bad far less than their 
usual average. In this respect Ohio seems to 
have suffered more than most of the winter 
wheat-growing states, and very much miore 
than usual. The fly did much damage in Some 
northern counties, but not to an aggregate 
extent which in ordinary years would have 
entered largely into calculation of the crop. 
The great floods of February were very de- 
structive along the bottoms of the Qhio, 
Miami, Muskingum and Maumee rivers to an 
extent that would be very perceptible in 
those sections. The reports agree in saying 
that the acreage is little changed in the aggre- 
Few show even an average condition. 
Most are very unfavorable, but many speak 


of Gn improvement within a week or ten days 


from the warm, sunshiny weather. 


It would take an exceptionally favorable 
combinatian of weather and conditions to 
bring the Ohio wheat crop up toeven an ap- 
proximately average yield by harvest. But 
the growing plant is in acondition vastly to 
disappoint the despondent farmer, and may, 
probably will, throw former calculations 
greatly outof line. Most reporters of agri- 
cultural statistics are farmers, and when ap- 
pearances are very unfavorable they report to 
a greater or less extent according to their feel- 
ings rather than their judgment. Uncon- 
eciously biased by personal fears of the future, 
they do not always allow tor the change that 
may be brought about by the weather and 
other unforeseen and unknowable conditions, 
They have seen their wheat injured greatly 
by the past winter, and have been unable to 
see the quick springing into life that bas gen- 
erally made flelds green in the latter part of 
March. So they have felt as if there was al- 
most no hope for adecent wheat crop this 
year, the more so asall sections of the state 
were in pretty much the same condition. 

Ten days of good growing weather have 
made a perceptible difference in the looks of 
the plants, if no more. It is too early by 
some weeks to attempt close estimates, but 
the continuance of fair to good weather, 
which generally follows a late spring in this 
latitude, will certainly cause a better yield of 
wheat than was estimated three weeks ago. 
It ev altogether on the weather 
for the next six weeks. Unques- 
tionably the crop in Ohio will be 
very largely below that of any year 
for some time. The April repert of the com- 
missioner of agriculture places itat only a 
trifle over 24,000,000 bushels. The develo 
ments since that report was made show it 
likely to reach, with the continuance of pres- 
ent conditions, 30,000,000, and may go to 33,- 
000,000 bushels. It is not impossible; to reach 
a slightly higher figure. But that i§,a sufli- 
ciently great falling off—from 20 tow per 
cent below the crop of last year. 


from data up to April 15th, sets forth that 
the month of March, with its cold, dry 
weather, was very tryi.¢ to the wheat. Its 
growth stood still, and the farmergalways 
ready to feel gloomy, was greatly depressed. 
This was especially true in the central and 
southern portions of the state. In un- 
drained clay soils the damage was merely 
from freezing, thougb some _ counties 
report more or less damage Jast fall 
from the fly. Wheat sown broadcast suf- 
fered much more than that drilled, but the 
latter greatly predominated in most parts of 
the state. The general condition was better 
in the northern sectiouof the state, though 
that is where the freezing did the most dam- 
age. Had there not been a change in the con- 
dition reports show that the yieid would have 
falien off from 25 to 30 per cent. Occasional 
counties make a better showing than last 
year. 

But the fine growing weather of the two 
weeks just before the closing of the above re- 
ports has put in most places avery different 
phase on the matter. ‘tbe wheat crop has de- 
cidedly looked up. Fields that then seemed 
brown and bare have sprung into life and 
shown that they were not dead, but only wait- 
ing for a chance. The more fertile fields 
made a quick, strong growth last fall, and 
they suffer for it now, as their plants were so 
forward as to suffer more injury from freez- 
ing. Less rich grounds, producing slower 
growth, now present their grain in a favora- 
ble state and are coming forward. In the 
southern section of the state this is more par- 
ticularly noticeable, because of protection by 
timber, and there the improvement is most 
marked. In short, the wheat crop of Indiana 
is now looking up. The past ten days have 
worked wonders With a continuance of 
ordinarily favorable weather and conditions, 
the expected loss of from 25 to 30 per cent 
will be reduced fully one-third to one-half. 
The yield of the state in 1882 was nearly 47,- 
000,000 busbels. . It looks nowas if it would 
reach very nearly or quite 40,000,000 bushels. 
From Kentucky reports indicate a hopeful 
condition of affairs. fhe last previous reports 
were made to March 3ist, just aftera season 
of dry, freezing weather, and shortly after the 
February floods, which in some places over- 
flowed large sections seldom touched by 
water, and did great damage by washing 
away the soil, carrying the growing plants 
along. in many places the severe freezing in 
January bad kiiled a large proportion of the 
crop and thinned out fields that were more 
than usually luxuriant at the start. March 
was a very backward month in this section, 
and farmers saw their wheat much behind 
last year’s condition at that time, and so re- 
ported. The commissioner of agriculture es- 
timated from his reports of March Sist that 
the condition of the crop at that time was 
only about 70 per cent, as compared with 
1882, while the acreage was 8 to 10 per cent 
greater, 

Since April Istthe weather has been spring- 
like. The warm sun and occasional raing 
have worked wonderful changes. Fields that 
had been maiked by the farmer to b 
plowed under came out so rapidly and 
promised so well tvat such design was .aban- 
doned in faint hopes of getting a fair crop 
afterall. While tooearly to do more than 
speculate on the outcome of a crop which 
must be influenced largely by the weather of 
the next two months, itis safe tosay that ir 
is very unlikely that sucha combination ¢ 
unfavorable circumstances will happea wit 
in that time as to keep the erop down to 1 
estimate of 70 per cent. of tast y 
made last month.

“If,” says 
the Nashville American, “it costs more than 
$134,000, Mr. Shook furnished the money with- 
out eharging itup,’’ And there is no evidence 
at hand that Mr. Shook was in the habit of 
contributing to the erection of furnaces with- 
out saying anything aboutit. So much for 
the cost of the furnace. It was sold by Colo- 
nel-Colyar to Mr. John H, Inman and others 
—in other words, to the Tennessee Coal, Iron 
and Railroad company. Mr. Warner is pres- 
ident of this company. and in his last annu- 
al report to the stockholders he charged him- 
self with £84,000 clear profit on account of the 
$134,000 mill. This closes the case, and Colo- 
nel Colyar’s statements mast be considered 
as fully sustained, while the evidence of the 
builders,and of the present owners of the fur 
nace stand unimpeached. 

It seems that the furnace in question aver- 
aged an output of 70 tons a day, or 20,500 
tonsa year. The profit per ton was therefore 
$3.25, and the Montgomery Advertiser is in- 
clined to think that the furnace at Cowan 
should be abandoned, and a new one put up 
in the Birmingham district, where the profit 
on a ton of iron is nearer $5 than $3. If Mr. 
Shook had built his furnace in or near Bir- 
mingham his successors would have earned 
from it last year the entire cost of the plant 
instead of sixty-two per cent of its cost. Our 
Montgomery cuntemporary is satisfied that 
the present owners are content with small 
profits, or else they would carry their capital 
to a district in which $9 iron is a familiar 
article.

THE TORNADO SEASON. 


Kanses and nearly all the states east and 
south of it have been visited by tornadoes,and 
the chances are that th umber of cylones 
will be large this year. The American cyclone 
almost invariably moves from west to east. 
It is bred out on the vast plains asa rule, but 
the laws that govern its movements from its 
birthplace to the broad bosom of the Atlantic 
are not known accurately, if at all. .And yet 
the subject has been carefully studied,and the 
record of 600 tornadoes covering 100 years is 
among the government papers. This record 
shows that the tornado season begins in April 
and lasts until October. Of the 600 tornadoes 
that the government has knowledge of, 97 oc- 
curred in April, 81 in May, 112 in June, 90 in 
July, 47 in August and 501n September. Kan- 
sas, Missouri, Iowa, Illinois and Georgia are 
great sufferers from cyclones, Kansas leading 
all the rest, having had up to 1882, no less 
than sixty-two destructive tornadoes. 

The Mississippi valley is regarded as a field 
that promotes the movement of cyclones— 
that lends them additional motion and fairly 
starts them in the work of destruction. All 
of the dangerous cyclones in Georgia came 
from the great central valley, and unfor- 
tunately we have no power to compel it to 
keep its tornadoes at home. They usually 
visit Georgia as part of a wide spread storm, 
the track of danger being generally very nar- 
row. A person outside of the track is safe. 
In the west a distance of six hundred feet 
from the track of the storm is accounted 
prudent. In Kansas the appearance of a 
storm cloud is well known, and not. infre- 
quently the time between its discovery and 
its approach is sufficient to take to cover and 
to make hurried preparations against its 
coming.

Cuartottrr, A a, Greenville, South 
Carolina, dispatch to the Observer says: A 
cold blooded and premeditated murder took 
place in the outskirts of the city about eight 
o'clock Sunday night just as the last bell was 
ringing for church. The murder occurred on 
the premises of Peny Anderson, colored,who 
was killed by another colored man, named 
Perry Celey alias Ben Perry, and the scene 
of the occurrence was beyond Gowers’ tan- 
yard, just across Richland creek. Ben 
Petry, who was in the employ of Celey 
Brothers as a_ teamster, had __ been 
for some time on terms of improper intimacy 
with the wife of Anderson, and it coming to 
the ears of Anderson he was properly incensed 
and indignant, and on Friday night last be 
drove Perry from his premises and forbade 
his ever coming upon them again.. Ander- 
son was in the city on Sunday and returned 
home earlier than usual Perry in the mean- 
time had gone to his house and asked for 
him, telliug his wife to tell him to come out 
of doors. She replied he was not at home 
and standingin the doorway saw Anderson 
coming up to the house and said to 
Perry, ‘there he is.’ Perry was stand- 
ing in the gateway about ten feet from the 
house. Anderson passed through the gate 
and as he did so said. “1 to'd vou never to 
come here again.’ Some-.reply was given 
and Anderson walkod from the gate to the 
door step; as he placed bis foot upon it Perry 
fired, his first shot nottaking effect. Ander- 
son turned his head and as he did so Perry 
fired the second shot, the ball striking An- 
derson in the forehead, killimg him instantly. 
Perry then cooly walked away going nearly a 
mile to the colored Baptist church, where 
his wife was, and calling her to the door in- 
formed her he had killed Perry Anderson. 
She sereamed,andin a moment the whole 
church was in consternation and the 
service broken up. Perry then went to the 
guardhouse, told the officer in charge that he 
had killed Perry Ahderson, and Sheriff Gil- 
reath being sent for the prisoner was taken to 
jail, where he now is. Thismorning Coroner 
McBee summoned a jury consisting of four- 
teen, of which H. OC. Mark was foreman, and 
proceeded to the scene of the murder, where 
an inquest was held. The testimony was very 
clearand direct as tothe guilt of Ben Perry. 
Several witnesses were examined, one testify- 
ing that Perry had passed his house, a short 
distance from the murder, with his pistol in 
his hand and said he was going to kill An- 
derson. The jury rendered a verdict that the 
deceased died from the effects of a pistol ball 
fired by Ben Perry.

Now, therefore,in the discharge of the duty as 
signed to me by the resolution of the legislature, I 
hereby in this proclamation give general notice to 
the citizens of Georgia, that l have put this business 
in the hands of Hon. J. T. Henderson, commi-sioner 
of agriculture of this state, with directions that he 
tuke charge of all the corresponde:ice on this sub- 
ject, and thatall citizens of the state be and they 
ure hereby requested to send to him such specimens 
of the agricultural, borticultura), mineral and 
msnufactured products, and of the forestry of this 
state, as they may be able and feel disposed to con- 
tribute to the exposition aforesaid.

THREE ATTEMPTS AT SUICIDE IN 
ATLANTA YESTERDAY. 


A Young Man Attempts to Blow Out His Brainsin « 
Peters Stre:t Bar Room—How He Gappened 
Not to Succeed- Shot in the Neck—A Ne-« 
gro Takes Poison—A Femaie’sa Freak. 


The self-destruction mania struck Atlanta in full 
force yesterday, and during the day three efforts to 
give the coroner a fee were made. 

About nine o'clock in the morning John Slaugh- 
ter, 4 white man, who is well 
known on Peters street, sought to pass 
through the valley of the shadow of death by the 
Smith & Wesson route. For some time past 
Slanghter bas been quite despondent, and on more 
than one occasion remarked to friends with whom 
he was intimate that he did not care to live any 
longer, and advised them not to be at all surprised 
if they heard of his death by his own hands. Of 
course no attention was paid to these remarks, and 
Slaughter’s despondsncy was attributed to the 
death of his mother, which occurred some four or 
five months ago. But in his threats there-was 
truth, and this truth was verified by his attempt to 
execute them yesterday morning, If possible for 
the past two or three days Slaughter has been 
more down in the mouth than ever before. Early 
in the morning he left his place of husinass on 
Mitchell street, and wentout On Peters, where he 


mingled with bis friends. About A) 
o'c.0ck he reached a saloon near 
the barracks which he entered. There 


he found some of his old friends and acquaintan- 
ces with whom he conversed freely and pleasantly, 
butin his conversation he made no allusion to the 
ghastly tragedy which he subsequently attempted 
toenact. Pleasantly for Slaughter and those who 
were with him,an hour passed after he entered the 
suloon. Then about nine o'clock he suddenly drew 
forth a revolverand remarked, ‘‘Boys, I am going 
to kill myself,’’ placed the muzzie of the pistol near 
his temple and quickly pulled the trigger But as 
rapid as were his words and actions there was one 

resent who was quicker. Thatone was Mr. John 
00]. When Slaughter placed the pistol against his 
temple, Mr. Poolsaw the hammerasit began to 
asceud preparatory toits fallupon the cartridge, 
and like lightning struck the weapon,but the blow, 
though quick enough to prevent the suicide, was 
not quick eneugh to prevent the shedding of blood. 
By the lick the pistol was knocked downward, but 


just as the muzzle reached Slaugh- 
ter’s neck the hammer descended upon 
the cartridge, and an explosion followed, The re- 


port was deafening, and s multaneously with: it 
slaughter went to the floor surrounded bya dense 
volume of smoke. Quickly the smoke floated away, 
and then those in the saloon who gathered rapidly 
around the prostrate form saw blood trickling from 
the man Iystantly a physician was sent for, and 
Dr. Curtis Resacies. He quickly located the 
wound in the neck, and after examining it dressed 
it. It was found to be not very dangerous, and 
Slaughter was taken to hishome, where he is how 
in a fair way to iecover. 

Slaughter is a small man,in fact he is called a 
dwa:ifby some. Heis abouttwenty five years of age, 
and has always boru a geod reputation. Forquite 
a while he was engaged in the mercantile business 
on Castleberry hill but late has been running a 
fruit stand near Lowe's store on Mitchell street 
Many of siaugbter’s friends were greatly surprised 
at his effort to kill himself andare glad to know 
that his chances for recovery are good. 

SHE MADE HER ASSOCIATES WEEP. 

Quite a consternati.n was created in a house of 
uncertain character late yesterday afternoon by a 
joke perpetrated by one of the inmates. The in 
mate in question wasin the habit of taking small 


doses of morphine atodd times. These she would 
have prepared ata drug store, and of course. the 
sinall envelope in which the powders were placed 
were marked ‘‘poison.’’ Yesterday evening the 
woman took the last powder from the envelope, and 
after swallowing@t was seized with adesire to cre- 


ate a sensation, and in this she succeeded. Taking 
the envelope in her hand she entered a 
room in which there were three 


or four others and holding up the paper said: ‘See, 

have taken poison.’’ Her associates in sin looked 
and were horrified. With screams thev ran from 
the room, leaving her to die alone. The intelli- 
gence was quickly conveyed to the proprietors, who 
instantly dispatched a mes-enger for a physician 
and another fora policeman. Seeing that her joke 
had become serious the morphine eater explained 
matters, but her story was not credited until the 
physician sustained it. 

TO ETERNITY VIA LAUDANUM.

With horror depicted in every lineameut of 
his face he informed his mother of what he had 
done, and by heg he was sent toa drug store near 
the Air Line road, where he was given the proper 
antidote and one which saved his life. When 
questioned as to his motive, Harney saia that he 
and his girl had bada quarrel, and thathe did not 
eare to endure this life without her love. This, he 
said before the fearof death came upon him, but 
when he began to count life, he changed his mind 
and saidthathe did*not care whether she loved 
him or not,
